compensation or real encouragement through sales. 2 The success 
of these Annual Exhibitions must, however, sooner or later depend 
very largely upon the making of sales in Cincinnati, as in other 
cities east and west, where the purchase of work from similar 
exhibitions is customary.2* T hough the labor of the Museum is in 
the cause of education, it is but proper that attention be called to the 
necessity for offering the exhibitor an inducement through the buy- 
ing of his work. 2 It may not be superfluous to repeat that similar 
pictures and sculptures are continually being sold by these artists in 
other cities. 26 Their work is equally deserving of patronage here.
